Arter enduting, night after night, unodtatal melo-dramas, er il!- 
acted Operas, it wae almost like going out into the real woods, and 
luxuriating ‘ under the shade of melancholy boughs,’ to see, last pight, 
Shakspeare’s 4 You Like It, well seted, The mixture of all that 
is delightfd! in n@ture, with the polish of the court, and simplést rus- 
ticity ; ,galety and melancholy, the song and the danee, al! combine to 
render this one of the most attractive of the creations of the poet ;— 
there weeds no other proof of this, than the circumstance thatmore of 
the beautifal quotations in common ase, ate taken from this Play, than 
any other of its immortal author’s. Miss Taylor the suceessful debu- 
tante at this Theatre, last night, made her first appearance in /osaliad, 
a character which the veterans say, has not been adequately repre- 
sented, since the days of Mrs. Jordan, it is quite certain, however, 
that since that first of comic actresses, this dificult character bas, aot 
had a more delightful representative, than the one of last night. Miss 
‘Taylor in the earlier scenes, was perhaps a little too lachrymose, a 
fault she will easily rectify; with this only exception, her performance 
wae delightfully spirited, elegant, avd arch, yet with all the gentigness 
and delicacy, characteristic of Shakspeare’s heroines. ‘The scene with 
Orlando, the most trying to an actress Of common talents, was Miss 
Tayloi’s triumph ; the mingled gaiety and seriousness, of Rosalind, 
was most happily hit off, and admirably seconded by Charles Kemble, 
who preserved with the mest delicate nicety, the half serious, half 
joking air, with which he wods the supposed Rosalind. Miss Taylor 
sang the cuekoo song, with much archness, as well as fine niusical 
execution, she was raptuously encored. 

The Play was, upon the whole, finely cast; Charlés Kemble’s Op. 
lando is Shaksperiao ; we cat offer bim no higher praise. Mr.Warde's 
Jaques was'really fine ; he seemed inepired ; this is a charaeter ia which 
his pecaliar voice tells admirably. We regretted that the fine addregs 
to his “ Co-mates aad brothers in exile” was of necessity put into the 
mouth of Mr. Egerton, who actually deserved the fate Shakepeare de- 
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nounces on the violater of -his-tomb;~forit was of a verity a cruel 
mangling of the bard’s remains, , The’applause throughout the Play, 
was loud and frequent, at te conclusion it was enthusiastic; Mr. C. 
Kemble came forward and;statcd, that Incongequencesof the applause, 
with which Miss Taylor's performance ted been reecived, thePlay. 
would be repeated on Saturday. Hide aud Seek, and Robert the Devil 
concluded.
